The work may have been 
done in truly admirable fashion and the bulletin may have some his­ 
torical value but the research was undertaken for the purpose of relieving 
conditions th at existed two years ago. 
Completed in 1930 the survey might have been timely and the re­ 
port essential.

Two score persons, including po­ 
lice and marchers, were injured in 
the riot. Hundreds were arrested. 
Patrolm an Beaten 
The radicals marched with signs 
of communistic nature, and when 
the police attempted to stop th e ! 
parade the fighting began. 
One patrolman was dragged from 
his seat in a patrol wagon and beat­ 
en badly before his comrades broke 
through and rescued him. Elis head 
was badly mutilated and it was 
feared he may die. 
The scene appeared like a battle­ 
field as police and marchers battled 
with fists, stones and clubs. 
Doz­ 
ens of the demonstrators were felled 
and as fast as they fell they were 
loaded into ambulances and police 
patrol wagons and rushed to hospi­ 
tals. There were also several blue- 
coats among the injured. 
Injured May Reach 60 
Estimates of the injured ranged 
from 30 to 60. 
The marchers were carrying signs 
bearing “Demand American Troops 
and Warships Get Out of China”, 
and ‘ Demand Bread, Not Bullets”. 
Mounted policemen pushed their 
horses into the frenzied mob.

first the throng wavered, then some 
of the more desperate rushed at the 
police, who instantly clubbed them 
to the ground.

(International News Service) 
PITTSBURGH, April 21.—An ap­ 
peal of the Pennsylvania Power com­ 
pany from a jury verdict of $2,100. 
granted in the common pleas court 
of lAwrence county for the death of 
Bruno Laritza of Wayne township 
was before the superior court today. 
Laritza was electrocuted by a high 
tension wire which 
was 
knocked 
down during a rain and wind storm 
in April, 1929. 
The verdict 
was 
based on negligence on the part of 
the power company. 
W. W alter Braham . attorney for 
the appellant, claimed th at the evi­ 
dence presented to the lower court 
showed no negligence either through 
faulty poles or wires. The mere fall­ 
ing of the wire is no ground for a 
presumption of negligence, he ex­ 
plained, and no evidence was given 
to show th at the wire fell for any 
other reason except the storm. 
He contended th at Laritza was 
killed while he either picked up the 
wire or attem pted to change its lo­ 
cation on the street. 
Wylie McCaslin, counsel for Mrs. 
Mary Laritza, the appellee, informed 
the court th a t the negligence result­ 
ed from the transportation of power 
over defective wires. 
Evidence at 
the trial, he said, showed th at high 
tension wires had broken in the 
same vicinity three times during the 
four years prior to the accident. 
This he regarded as proof that the 
lines were faulty and incapable of 
carrying the high voltage.
